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Text of Ban on Sales of Liquor 


Until County Elections Are Held | 


Following is the text of the 
statement banning sales of liquor 
in Georgia pending local elections 
issued yesterday by T. Grady 
Head, revenue commissioner: 

Whereas, under an act of the 
general assembly of Georgia, ap- 
proved February 3, 1938, it is 
provided in Section 27 of said 
act as follows: 

“Any person found in posses- 
sion or control of more than cne 
quart of spiritous, vinous or 
alcoholic liquor, in any county 
of this state (except such coun- 
ties in which liquor may be le- 
gally sold or transported under 
the terms of this act) shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction, punishable as 
in cases of misdemeanors.” And,

as expressed in Section 24 of 
said act, 

“It is the purpose and inten- 
tion of this section to prevent 
the sale of liquor in any county 
other than those counties in 
which liquor may be legally sold 
under this act.”

GOLD AND CREDIT 

The effect on industry and business gen- 
erally of the partial abandonment of the gold 
sterilization program, announced by Secretary 
of the Treasury Morgenthau, is largely like that 
of placing a seventh dinner before a toothless 
man unable. to eat the six already served. 

Under the new regulation, $100,000,000 of 
acquired gold may be added to the credit base 
of the nation every three months, thus adding 
that much potential credit to the total already 
resting in the nation’s banks. However, there 
is already approximately $1,400,000,000 of lend- 
able excess reserves in the banks, whereas 
Chairman Marriner 8S. Echols, of the Federal 
Reserve Board, has stated that $500,000,000 is 
ample to finance normal business needs. 

Certainly the amount of credit now avail- 
able is far greater than the amount available 
in 1929, prior to the business crash. 

It is little use to increase the business credit 
available until business generally is placed in 
position to use that credit for the expansion 
and increase of manufacturing and distributing 
so vitally necessary. The truth is that restric- 
tions placed upon private business have made 
it impossible for the average enterprise to in- 
crease its operations. No businessman, strug- 
gling under undivided profits tax and the cap- 
ital gains tax, can use either capital or credit 
for expansion. 

The prime need of private industry today 
is for repeal of these two punitive taxes. They 
are, in the opinion of business men generally, 
the chief reasons for the recession which hit 
the country last fall and, until they are either 
removed or drastically modified, there can be 
no hope for the expansion of private enter- 
prise which must come before the slack in 
employment and distribution of goods can be 
taken up. 

The de-sterilization of up to $100,000,000 in 
newly acquired gold each quarter will have a 
beneficial effect on the financial situation of 
the government, By that amount it will reduce 
the treasury borrowing necessary and -will thus 
tend to reduce, or retard the increase of, the 
national deficit. 

The ruling will also, to some extent, be in- 
flationary in character. It is impossible to in- 
crease the total currency or credit of the nation 
by any appreciable amount without inflation- 
ary reaction. That is a simple law of financial 
cause and effect, as automatic as the law of 
supply and demand. 

However, regardless of these secondary re- 
sults, the de-sterilization move merely adds 
to an already overflowing national credit base. 
Until the shackles of the restrictive tax laws 
are removed, private business will be unable to 
respond, as it would like to, to the demand for 
increased activity, regardless of the amount of 
available credit. 

There is already more credit than business 
in its present circumstances can use. ‘hose 
crippling taxes should be removed at once, thus 
permitting business to launch a program of 
enlarged activity, using both the old and the 
new credit resources, that will quickly multiply 
employment and bring a new era of prosperity 
for the entire nation. 


WORK WELL BEGUN __. 

Thirty-one years ago, in 1907, the first free 
clinic in Atlanta for the treatment of tubercu- 
losis was established by the Fulton County Med- 
ical Society. Two years later that clinic was 
formally organized into the Anti-Tuberculosis 
and Visiting Nurse Association. 

Today the Atlanta Tuberculosis Association, 
descendant of that pioneer body, holds its 29th 
annual meeting, marking another milestone in 
a record of unselfish service and increasing 
benefit in the cause of humanity. 

The ancient records show that in 1909, the 
first yaar of the organization's existence, 369 
clinics Were held, with 607 cases treated. Thirty- 
five per cent of these were found to be positive 
cases of tuberculosis. 

Last year, 1937, 1,399 clinics were held, 4,286 
people were served and the positive cases had 
dropped to 21 per cent. 

Modern methods of treatment, better knowl- 
edge of preventative work and better under- 
standing of the disease by the public—result- 
ing in earlier diagnosis—has brought about a 
great decrease in the death rate in Fulton 
county by tuberculosis. Much of this must be 
attributed to the work of the association and 


~ 


the unstinted free service given by the many 
physicians on its staff. | 

The association is supported, partially, by 
the Community Chest, but depends upon priv- 
ate subscriptions and the proceeds of the annual 
Christmas seal sales for one-third of its reve- 
nue. The work it is doing is proving marvelous- 
ly effective, but the need is even yet greater 
than the ability to meet it. More liberal fi- 
nancial support would result in more lives 
saved, more children rescued from the peril of 
tuberculosis in the dawning years of life. 


VALE, CHAIN GANG 
Launching of a new prison system in Geor- 
gia marks the passing of the chain gangs, in- 
stitutions which, admittedly not the best, never- 


theless did not deserve all the opprobrium at- 


tached to the name in other parts of the na- 
tion and the world. 

The new system is a long step forward to- 
ward the ideal of humanitarian regeneration of 
character which, ultimately, will displace the 
idea of punishment from all penology. Geor- 
gia, in one year, has accomplished a reform 
which experts anticipated would require five, 
and today the state can point to a prison set-up 
which, when in full operation, will challenge the 
admiration of all states. 

The chain gangs which fade from the Geor- 
gia scene were unfortunately named. Some 
prisoners, the incorrigibles, had to be shackled 
when worked on the roads and without any- 
thing to prevent escape except the guards. But 
the prisoner who behaved himself was, in most 
cases, better off on one of these work units than 
if held in a prison behind bars and stone walls. 
It was only the occasional exception that gave 
the chain gangs their bad name. 

In the new system, in fact, work gangs will 
still be maintained by the state, but they will 
be manned by convicts who have won the 
privilege by good behavior. The incorrigibles 
will be kept at the new Tattnall prison, a model 
for such institutions, where escape will be as 
nearly impossible as human ingenuity can 
make it. 

The lash and the dreaded “sweat box” have 
been banned by rules of the old prison board 
for years. Now they will be forever outlawed. 

Segregation of young prisoners and first of- 
fenders will be possible under the new plan and 
industries operated at the Tattnall prison will 
provide occupation for all incarcerated there. 
Thus the lack of work which does more to sap 
character than anything else, will also be a 
thing of the past. : 

An important feature proposed is that all 
prisoners paroled in the future must be first 
cured of disease. It is revealed by the records 
that 40 per cent of convicts are afflicted with 
syphilis, one of the worst plagues of the modern 
world. Syphilis not only ravages the physical 
being, but eventually attacks the brain and 
breaks down the moral character of many of its 
victims. 

Modern medical science can cure this 
disease, if used in time. No greater step to- 
ward rehabilitation of the individual character 
could be taken than the cure of this, and other 
diseases, before the prisoner is again returned 
to society. 

Georgia begins a new day in penology, In- 
stead of the name of the state being held up 
to scorn, even though largely undeserved, she 
should become a model upon which other states 
can base reforms in their own prison systems.

THE NAZI SHAKE-UP 
(From the Nashville Banner.) 


The slipping cogs of the Rome-Bérlin axis are 
blamed, in part at least, on what Mussolini and 
Hitler regard as Ulrich von Hassel’s failure to 
co-operate fully in the joint efforts of the two 
Fascist nations to weld an unbreakable link be- 
tween them. The German ambassador’s lukewarm 
attitude toward the Nazi program was presumed 
to be a foremost topic of the two dictators in 
their recent conference. 

The wide scope of the contemplated diplomatic 
and military shake-up, however, was not antici- 
pated. That it comes now, as a move designed 
to substitute for lukewarm Nazi leaders zealots of 
the breed of Hans Frank—author of the prophecy 
that “heads would roll” under Hitler—is a sign of 
desperate strategy to curb whatever hostility ex- 
ists within Germany to that nation’s program of 
Nazi domination at home and abroad. At present 
both Hitler and Mussolini are concentrating on 
the campaign to Nazify the Austrian government. 

The only recent sign of Nazi expansion on the 
continent came with Rumania’s adoption of dic- 
tatorship, this time in the person of the King. The 
most discouraging experience of Hitler’s interna- 
tional program—to him—has been Austria’s fail- 
ure to adopt Naziism as the form of government, 
a rebuff directly critical of Hitler policies in gen- 
eral and Der Feuhrer in particular. Hermann 
Kriedal, ardent left-winger, is expected to go to 
Vienna to deal with this delicate situation. 

World significance attaches to these diplomatic 
shifts, which may hold the secret of Fascist ex- 
pansion into fertile territories. Both Italy and 
Germany now suffer from economic paralysis in- 
duced by lavish spending for rearmament. Na- 
tionalistic practices account, in part, for this situa- 
tion, but each proposes internationalism now only 
in the extent to which enlistment of new powers 
to the “Nazi entente” would make possible a 
golden transfusion.

Perhaps the congressional com- 
mittee on income tax evasion was 
privy to this secret last summer 
when Congressman Treadway, the 
non-royalist Republican from 
Massachusetts, asked in vain that 
Prince James’ income tax returns 
be subjected to the same searching 
analysis that those of commoners 
were given. In a republic the 
President’s son is a man of no 
more privilege than any other, but 
a crown prince naturally would be 
exempt if only for the dignity of 
his office and the prestige of his 
house.

More Reminiscences. 

NEW YORK.—One day when 
the Khalif Ibn Ha’ab went for a 
walk along the Golden Horn and 
rolled himself a cigaret, he found 


that he had left his firestone at 
home. Noticing a man sitting on 
the opposite shore the Khalif jo- 
cularly called to him for a light. 
To his amazement the man drew 
from his pocket a flaming torch 
and handed it to him across the 
broad expanse of water. Such 
miracles only occur in the Jand of 
a Thousand and One Nights, but 
I saw one as wondrous come to 
pass before my eyes in the per- 
son of Panit Istrati. 


At the age of 11 Panait served 
as a cook’s devil on an Egyptian 
tramp that carried cocaine from 
Smyrna to Piraeus, but he joined 
a caravan Bagdad-bound at the 
port of Aleppo when the ship was 
driven off its course by a police 
cutter. In turn servant in the 
most lavish mirror house of Te- 
heran, a beggar in Naples, a pio- 
neer in Palestine, dishwasher on 
an Italian slave ship plying be- 
tween the Somali coast and Ye- 
men, valet to the Coptic patriarch 
in Alexandria, cotton checker in 
Braila, organizer for a_ tailors’ 
union in Bucharest, operator of a 
gambling den in Damascus, Pa- 
nait finally came to France in his 
wanderings and found work as 
house painter in Nice. There, in 
an amazingly short time he added 
French to his collection of lan-

I met Panait Istrati for the first 
time in the salon of Christian Ra- 
kowski, the Soviet ambassador. He 
left for Russia with Christian, fully 
decided to settle somewhere in 
Bessarabia, among the peasants 
and write of his beggars and 
down-and-outs in a world where 
all values had _ been reversed. 

I visited him once in the cot- 
tage outside Buchare@t. Together 
we roamed through old Molda- 
via, sleeping in peasant huts, eat- 
ing their heavily-spiced meals and 
watching the girls dance on Sun- 
day evenings in front of the vil- 
lage inns. He turned up once 
when I lived in Scheveningen to 
ask where he could buy red pep- 
pers. In St. Germain-en-Laye he. 
brought a companion to my home, 
a purple-nosed coster-monger 
whom he had encountered on his 
walk in the forest. They sat drink- 
ing red wine till the sun went 
down in the back of the garden 
and with nightfall set off in the 
direction of Marseilles. 

Each time he seemed to have 
grown thinner. He fled when it 
began to rain, for he held the rain 
responsible for his coughing spells.

marketing quotas are to be effec- 
tive will apply sevarately to each 
commodity. The date of the. ref- 
erenda will be announced by Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wallace. 
Two-thirds of the farmers vot- 
ing in each referenda must ap- 
prove marketing quotas. before 
they can become effective for 
either cotton or tobacco. If the 
marketing quotas are approved, 


'cotton and tobacco produced in ex- 


cess of the quotas will be subject 
to penalty. 

The tentative cotton acreage fig- 
ures for Georgia are this state’s 
share of the national allotment of 
approximately 26,500,000 cotton 
acres, which the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture estimates 
will produce, with normal yields, 
a crop of 10,000,000 to 11,000,000 
bales. 

The state’s allotment will be ap- 
portioned to the counties princi- 
pally on the basis of the acreage 
planted in cotton together with the 
acreage diverted from cotton dur- 
ing the past five years. The act, 
however, provides that no coun- 
ty’s allotment for 1938 and 1939 
will be less than 60 per cent of the 
acreage planted to cotton in 1937, 
including 60 per cent of the acre- 
age diverted from cotton in 1937. 

Not more than 2 per cent of 
the state’s acreage allotment will 
be used for apportionments to 
new growers—growers on farms 
which did not grow cotton during 
the past three years. 

Brown said “a farmer who does 
not plant more than his acreage 
allotment may sell all of the cot- 
ton he produces without penalty 
regardless of the amount.” 

Sales in excess of marketing 
quotas will be taxed two cents a 
pound during the first marketing 
year and three cents a pound if 
sold in a subsequent year. The 
tax will be collected by the buyer 
at the time of the sale. 

Exempts Small Grower. 

The penalty, however, does not 
apply on any farm where the pro 
duction is 1,000 pounds of lint or 
less, provided the producer sub- 
mits a work sheet and receives an 
allotment. 

If a farmer plants cotton in ex- 
cess of his acreage allotment, he 
will lose all soil conservation pay- 
ments, his cotton price adjustment 
and the chance to obtain a full 
loan on the marketing quota for 
his farm. 

The act makes special provisions 
for small growers, including in- 
creases in all payments less than 
$200. 

Payments are to be divided be- 
tween landlord and tenants in 
the same proportion as they share 
the crop, except that payments

Promote Satire on World Affairs 


In “Mixed” Uniforms, Students Parade on Mule Announc- 
ing Formation of New Organization; One Founder 
Gives Appendix to Cause. 


“Join now—you'll never live to 
regret it!” 
Such was the cry of four Emory 


University students yesterday as 
they charged across the campus 
on a mule heralding the creation 
of the latest college satire— 
“The Institute of International Ill- 
Will.” 

Designed as a satire on war 
and world affairs in general, 
the movement was created by 
Butler Atkinson, of Madison, com- 
mander in chief; Grady Clay, of 
Atlanta, brigadier general; Jack 
Tolbert, of Columbus, quartermas- 
ter general, and Bob Knox, of 
Thomaston, field marshal.

OSLO, Norway—(By Mail)—As soon as I could 1 went up 
the mountain to where the ski museum was and found the old 
man in charge and persuaded him to open it. 

In the museum are the skis which Fridtjof Nansen used to 
cross Greenland in 1888 and in it dre Nansen’s skis used in His 
desperate north pole attempt in 1893-96 when he took to skis 
when the Fram, his ship, was frozen in the ice. He and one 
Johansen set out on skis to try and march to the north pole. 


To march to the north pole—it is possible to get 
the picture of those two men—tiny figures in the white 
immensity of the north struggling along on skis, pulling 
a sled—two men seeking the north pole. 


They reached a latitude beyond 86 degrees—the highest 
latitude ever reached by man. There they had to turn back. 


You may talk about your Vikings—Nansen was the 
last of them. They founded the city of Dublin and the 
Irish cities of Limerick and Waterford. They conquered 
much of France and Normandy remains. Erik, the Red, 
and Lief Erikson, his son, discovered new continents in 
their long black ships with the dragon’s head high at 
the bow. They had no compass, they sailed by the 
stars. And Nansen, I think, was the last of them. 


When he went searching for the north pole in 1893 there 
was no radia—no great base of supplies, no following support. 
There were only he and his bearded Norsemen and the tiny.

A CURIOUS MUSEUM. 

It is a curious museum—the ski museum. In it are Nansen’s 
old equipment and also skis from all the north countries— 
and a piece of one which is authentically more than 1,500 
years old. 
The Lapps, those nomads of the frozen north coun- 

tries, invented one device for snows which stamps them 

as superior in intelligence. They found that in climbing 

hills the skis slid backwards unless one climbed in the 

tiring “herring bone’’ climb. 

This smart Lapp, nameless to posterity, put the hide of 
the deer on the bottoms of his skis with the hairy side next to 
the snow. But, he fixed it so that as the skis were pushed 
forward, they moved easily, the hair of the hide turned that 
way. And-when the skis slid backwards, or tried to. the hair 
was rubbed the wrong way and the skis would not slide. 

There are skis there 15 feet long—the modern 
jumping ski is about seven feet long. There are skis 
there which were used some hundreds of years ago, 
being bound to the feet with leather thongs. 

There are the skis and the medals of the members of the 
club who have won great championships and Olympic jumps 
with them. There are many interesting old relics of travel 
across the ice and snow. 

But everyone who goes there remains for a long time in 
the room where Nansen’s few bits of equipment are—speaking 
across almost half a century of the courage of a leader and 
his crew—as great a Viking as Norway ever produced.

Records a Past 50 Years Show 
Atlanta Living in April Weather 


The weatherman took down his 
books yesterday and in the black 
and white records of more than 50 
years’ weather observation proved 
Atlanta is living in April weather. 

But, even as he talked, the mer- 
cury was going downward toward 
temperatures more conducive to 
belief today really belongs to Feb- 
ruary. There was a 16-degree dif- 
ference between the temperatures 
at 3 o’clock yesterday and the 
same hour Tuesday. 

Since February began, Atlanta 
has had seven days in which the 
mean temperature was above 60 
degrees and on several of these 
days the mean was 64 degrees. 

“Those are April temperatures,” 
George W. Mindling, chief of the 
Atlanta bureau, said, and walked 


to the bookcase where he pulled 
out a printed record book. 

And the record book showed 
mean temperatures of 60 degrees 
normally begin April 12 each year, 
and mean temperatures of 64 de- 
\grees are not normal until 
April 25. 

Mostly cloudy skies and unset- 
tled conditions with a low of 40 
degrees were predicted for today. 
The weatherman said the greatest 
change in temperature had already 
taken place in the 16-degree drop 
yesterday and that no immediate 
freezing temperatures were in 
prospect.

FACT FINDERS” AD 
ASKED I LETE 


U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture Invites Member 
To Explain Methods. 


ATHENS, Ga., Feb. 16.—A let- 
ter from the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture has been 
received by the citizens’ fact- 
finding movement, which is the 
co-ordinated work of 15 Georgia 
organizations, asking that a rep- 
resentative come to Washington to 
tell the department of the meth- 
ods which are being used in the 
state inventory which these or- 
ganizations are forwarding in 
Georgia. 

The announcement was made by 
B. M. Grier, president of the 


Georgia Education Association and 
February chairman of the move- 
ment’s co-ordinating committee, 
following a- meeting of the Febru- 
ary subcommittee in Athens last 
night. 

The letter from the Department 
of Agriculture, which came from 
Under Secretary M. L. Wilson said, 
“We have heard about the work 
you are doing in connection with 
the Georgia inventory and we 
wonder whether you would be 


more about the methods by which 
this material is being put into 
use.” 

Democratic Process. 

“We are just beginning a series 
of lectures and staff conferences 
on various aspects of the demo- 
cratic process,” he said. In connec- 
tion with the discussion on the 
importance of local initiative in 
democratic policy-making. Wil- 
son continued, the department 
wishes to combine the account of 
two experiments in local democ- 
racy. As one of these two we 
would like to hear “something 
about how citizens of Georgia are 
conducting their state inventory.” 
Over the period of a year factual 
information on 12 major aspects of 
Georgia is being obtained from 
state authorities and is being dis- 
tributed monthly for program ma- 
terial to the local units, totaling 
approximately 5,000 in number. 
Requests for the material have in- 
creased continually since the un- 
dertaking was announced and the 
distribution now is over 12,000 
copies monthly. It is being used 
by educational institutions and 
through the co-operation of the 
press is reaching a réading pub- 
lic of over 4,000,000. 


Inventory Subjects. 


Subjects in the inventory began 
the first month with an outline of 
the past and present of the state 
and during the succeeding months 
through next August the program 
embraces a definite schedule of 
aspects of the state for monthly 
consideration, including natural 
resources, agriculture, industry 
and commerce, health, education, 
public welfare, penal system, po- 
litical system, tax system, federal 
activity, and ending with consid- 
eration of the state’s religious, civ- 
ic and social forces. 

The state organizations which 
are advancing the co-ordinated 
program are: Congress of Parents 
and Teachers, Civitan, Kiwanis,

DEFEATED, 46 10 42 


Combinatien Defeats Effort 
To Force Cloture by 
Vote of 46-42. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—(>)— 
Southern senators, supportel al- 
most solidly by northern Repub- 
licans, defeated another effort to- 
day to cut off debate on the anti- 
lynching bill. s 

The combination resulted in a 
vote of 46 to 42 against imposing 
the senate’s rigid cloture rule, 
limiting debate, which would have 
ended the filibuster the southern- 
ers have conducted since the ses- 
sion began. A similar attempt at 
cloture was defeated, 51 to 37, on 


January 27. 
Understanding Reported. 

Reports, roundly denied but per- 
sistent nevertheless, had it that 
the southerners had an under- 
standing with the Republicans 
whereby, in return for their sup- 
port on the cloture issue, the south 
would support the Republican mi- 
nority under similar circum- 
stances. 

Senator Connally, Democrat, 
Texas, leader of the filibuster, said 
the rumors were groundless, but 
he and other southerners also were 
saying that under no circum- 
stances would they ever vote for 
cloture, 

Under the cloture rule, if two- 
thirds of the senators voting ap- 
prove, debate is limited to one 
hour by each member. Then a 
vote on the bill in question comes 
automatically. 

Far from obtaining a two-thirds 
vote, however, the supporters of 
the anti-lynching bill failed to 
muster a simple majority. 

Preceding the vote, there was 
an hour’s debate in which Sena- 
tor Wagner, Democrat, New York, 
leading supporter of the bill, ap- 
pealed for votes for cloture on the 
ground that “a vote against clo- 
ture is bound to be regarded as a 
vote against the bill.” 

Charge Intimidation. 

“Intimidation,” the southerners 
replied. 

“If any senator is frightened, or 
intimidated, he hasn’t the moral 
fortitude that the senator from 
Texas thinks he has,” said Con- 
nally. - 

He denied there had been a fili- 
buster and insisted that his south- 
ern colleagues had been bent only 
upon “exposing the stark, bony, 
skinny framework of this bill.” 

Connally said he was hopeful 
that the anti-lynching bill might 
be laid aside permanently when, 
late this week or early next, the 
appropriations committee, brings in 
a, bill covering President Roose- 
velt’s request for $250,000,000 ad- 
ditional relief money.

Business and industry will be 
kept out of residential sections 
through application of the zoning 
law as one of the steps designed 
to make home propefty desirable 
to the home owner and _ renter, 
members of the commission said. 

Also, Raymond Torras, engi- 
neer-secretary of the commission, 
was authoried to assemble data 
on the number and needs of va- 
cant properties throughout the 
city. It was Mayor Hartsfield’s 
suggestion at a recent meeting 
that the city could well afford to 


erty so that it would be salable 
as home sites. : 

Hartsfield pointed out the coun- 
ty has helped improve vacant 
property by leveling and grading 
grounds, cutting ditches to drain 
sections and grading down steep 
and unsightly banks.

Lawmaker Says Nations 
May Attempt To ‘Spread 
Fascism.’ 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—()— 
A congressional committee heard 
Representative Scott, Democrat, 
Califirnia, declare today that Ger- 
many, Italy and Japan may act in 


; concert to “spread Fascism” in the 


United States.

Motor Interests Lead Way 
as Huge Sales Drive Is 
Announced. 3

NEW YORK, Feb. 16.—Ameri- 
ean business is not going to take 
this new depression—recession, if 
you prefer the milder term—“ly- 
ing down.” There is still hope of 
government co-operation, which in 
this case means relaxation of gov- 
ernment restrictions, but industry 
is ready to make its own fight on 
its own initiative and in its own 
traditional fashion. 

The automobile interests are out 
to lead the way. President Paul G. 
Hoffman, of the Studebaker Cor- 
poration, hinted at the plan in his 
address to the Purchasing Agents’ 
Association, when he announced 
“the greatest drive for business 
the country has ever.seen” to start 
March 5 in the form of a cam- 
paign to move 800,000 to 1,000,000 
used cars from dealers’ stocks. 

“T have talked to hundreds of 
businessmen around the country,” 
he continued, “and I am convinced 
that half the reduction of business 
is due to a recession in sales ef- 
fort and sales efficiency. We can’t 
loaf our way out of the recession. 
We must work our way out.” 

Details of this program, which 
includes large-scale advertising 
from coast to coast, not in behalf 
of any one make of car, but for 
the industry as a whole, will be 
made public in due time, but 
meanwhile the spirit that ani- 
mates it is cause for real encour- 
agement.

Stage Set for Revival. 


The stage is set for business re- 
vival and one could easily come 
if Washington could be persuaded 
to moderate its zeal for reform 
and to postpone the debate as to 
who is responsible for what has 
happened since last August. The 
thing to do now is to get the 
wheels of industry moving again. 

As Colonel Leonard P. Ayres 
points out in the current bulletin 
of the Cleveland Trust Company, 
the curve of the index of produc- 
tion has flattened out, something 
that is true of commodity prices 
also. The stock market is in a 
much similar position. The lows of 
last October and November have 
not been broken. There is no 
over-speculation to be corrected.

dustrial leaders. It is realized that 
publication of the amounts certain 
business and financial executives 
have been receiving, not only in 
salaries but in bonuses, has made 
a bad impression on both stock- 
holders and on the general public. 


Cutting Down Big Wages. 


The defense that a large propor= 
tion of these private incomes g0¢s 
to the federal and state govern~ 
ments in income taxes, while per- 
fectly sound, does not suffice. Tak- 
ing the case of a chairman of the 
board whose annual salary 
amounts to $150,000, analysis 
shows that he retains only 47.9 per 
‘cent, or $71,856, after the federal 
and the state tax collectors have 
taken their share. The propor- 
tion that goes back in taxes in- 
creases as the amount of the com- 
pensation rises. 

Cutting down these salaries will 
reduce government income, but it 
will also regain public good-will. 
This, too, is something that in- 
‘dustry will have to do for itself. 
It would not be surprising if there 
were some developments in: that 
direction in the near future.

American Telephone and Tele- 
graph, by declaring the regular 
|dividend on the capital stock, 
| maintained unbroken the record 
of the 9 per cent rate first estab- 
lished 17 years ago. All through 
the 1929-1932 depression, share- 
holders had periods of nervousness 
almost every quarter as to wheth- 
er or not they would receive their 
accustomed dividend check. AS 
‘the event proved, their worries 
‘were needless. In 1929, the stock 
sold above $310 and, in 1932, it 
went below $70 a share, but all 
the time the dividend was un- 
changed. For a long while it was 
not earned, but the management 
took the view that the stockhold- 
ers had bought for investment, 
and, as long as the corporation 
could draw on its surplus to meet 
the disbursement, it ought to be 
done.

Citizenship Institute Hears 
J. S. Thomas Praise Force 
‘of Modern Mechanics. 


‘The engineer was given a high 
place in the modern world last 
night by James Shelby Thomas, of 
Detroit, president of the Chrysler 
Institute of Engineering. 

Thomas spoke on the program 
of the Institute of Citizenship, in 
the Georgia Tech naval armory, 
under sponsorship of Agnes Scott, 
Emory University and Georgia

“This is a modern scientific 
age,” he said, “and the engineer 
is the new man on the horizon. He 
is the interpreter of the laws of 
nature in action, just as the artist 
is the interpreter of the laws of 
nature in contemplation. 

“Through the engineer, the 
masses will win to an ever great- 
er degree of leisure, with corre- 
sponding opportunities for cultur- 
al advancement.
